Washington, March 22. - The 
navy is short 13,514 men of its 
present authorized e n isted 
strength of 74.500, and ^orts to 
speed up recroitiac are being re- 
doubled. Ihe ureaent month 
haa seen the krgeat reemitment 
OB record, witii a aet inereast of 
1.947. Since Congress author- 
ized the 74.500 total in Septem- 
ber 5, 454 men have been added 
to the navy's personnel. It was 
stated at the department today 
that the authorized strenj^th is 
sufficient to put all ships immed- 
iately available in commission, 
and no effort will be spared in 
bringing, the force tothatjgure.

It is 
simply that land-owners- who 
wish to sell accept the money 
that can be borrowed on the land 
as their first payment and allow 
the purchaser to give a series of 
long-time, second mortgage notes 
for the bahmce of the porchase 
money. He ia urging country 
bankers join in. a eampaign to 
Induce land ownars to sell on 
these terins. 

The thing can be don£ D<rabt- 
less it will be done in many cas- 
es. But it can be done only 
when the seller of the laud can 
afford to wait a long time for 
part of hi> money, and when the 
purchaser has the sort of reputa- 
tion that can be added to the 
second mortgage as an'aaset 

The new kw ahoold be of some 
ae^yiee in enabling the man with- 
out land to get a home and poa- 
sibiy in helping to bring about a 
better distribution of yie big 
bodies of land held by men lack 
ing the capital to work them or 
simply holding on for a possible 
advance in prices. But it will 
not solve either the tenant prob- 
lem or the problem of injurious 
speculation in land. Only a 
shifting of taxes from the im- 
provements put on hind to the 
site or social value of the land it-

Stock turkeys should have been se 
lected early in December. If yon neg- 
lected yours, do not lose another day. 
If possible, get four hens and a large 
bone torn with a lar^efoot. CKe larger 
the better. The object in so many 
hens is plenty of eggs to set early, and 
eggs ^ sell to yonr taeii^bors after 
you are through setting. 

If you will secure a torn north of the 
Ohio-river, your chanosa of aoeoess 
will be greatly improved aa ha will not 
be akin to your hens. 

Remeniber, the earlier the birds are 
hatched the better. Don't set to 
hatch later than June 10. Don't feed 
for 24 or 30 hoars after hatching, then 
ii'we dry feed (the yolk of <*»ard boiled 
eggs is the best of all feed) Keep the 
young birds in a warm, dry place un- 
til they are several days old. Corn 
dough is a dangerous feed as it sours 
and oaoMs intestinal diasaae. Cooked 
feed is the best. Never give the younfj 
turkeys corn, it's too ttard to digest. 
See that tlM? have a good range. In- 
sects are the Qnaat feed «rf all far half 
grown birds. 

When fail arrives with its eaol nights 
begin at once to increase amount of 
feed by giving a warm mash composed 
of shorts or toaa and meal nfixed, in 
the morning, and corn at night as i^ 
furnishes a great deal of heat, keeping 
the birda warm and inersasinff their 
fat. rem feed in the morning is bad 
as it causes sluggishness and 'they will 
not take the eBerciee. neoeaaary to 
keep them healtby. Never give them 
pepper aa it irrltataa the intestines 

When roiading tliem for market 
give all the corn they wilf eat, and 
don't sell until they are thoroughly 



fattened. Such turke}s will pay 
twice as much for corn as any otiier 
one thing raised on the farm 

Remember, we do not buy toms un- 
der 131 pounds; hens, 8i pounds; and 
they must be strictly fat. Poor, 
scrawny, turkeys are not wanted at 
any price. They are absolutely wort h 
less.

Every year the toll of bad roads la im 
mense. Every year we send West and 
Nortti a large auml>er of our most pro- 
gressive young men, simply because 
there is neither enterprise nor hope 
of reward in this part of the State 
TheGradyville road, badas It is, Is 
no worse than many other roads on an 
average They are all bad: bad every 
winter and spring, and will eontlnoe 
to be bad until the people awake to 
tha worth of good roadtt, and become 
willing to meet the expense of bnild- 
iug them. We have a splendid section 
of country— capable of producing 
twenty thnes or more its present ag 
riculturai production if properly de- 
veloped Our citizenship is par ei- 
cellent in point of intelligence and 
morality, but in progress and enter- 
prise we drop below the desirable 
point— a condition so costly tliat no 
one can correctly estimate our annual 
losses, in fact we lose in money, in 
good, progressive young men, and in 
comforts and oonvenienesB every year 
far more than oar roada wooKI eost to 
build. Fortunately the county court 
is making some effort to build some 
road, which ought to be an object les- 
son and show the worth of such im- 
provement?, but the work has been 
slow and uiKler an imperfect system, 
which opens the avenues of criticism 
as vvell as endorsement for the good 
being accomplished. To our mind if 
the county is to continue in road 
building, or improvement of roads, a 
County Road Engineer is absolutely 
indispenslble Many miles of substan- 
tial rock road could, >nd would be 
built each year l)y free work if we had 
a competent road engineer backed up 
by the fiscal court In the future we 
expect to speelfloally point to a 
definite policy, not as a eriUc, bat 
merely as an intaraated eitisen of thie 
county. ^
